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Princes eare, What meant hee thereby ? 
Surely this: thatby ſuch mens means he 
did vnderſtarid every thing: theycauled | 
him ſometimes to looke this way, ſome- | 
times that way,and to carrie ſuch coun» 
ctenances to or againſt others, as plea- | 
ſed themſclues , wherein many times 
their ſinne by abuſe of the tongue was | 
the greater, by how much they did not 
onely ſpeake beſides or againlt truth, 
but deljuered deceit and filfehood. By 
which we may ſce, how much it impor- 
teth all ſorts and-ſtares of people, but 
ſpecially princes and great perſonages, 
that the tongues which are about them, 
ſhould be pure and cleane, and exemp- 
ted and freed tothe vtterinoſt, from the 
poyſon of lying, flatterie, detraQion, 
and other ſuch groffe corruptions : 
which, (if the patlage thereof bce not | 
ſtopped) will {lide fromthe eare to the 
heart, from the hea:t tothe head, and 
from the head tothe hands of a Prince, 
and {oſha!l iniquitie be perfeed. 

Princes hands wee fay , whether it 
beeforcuill, or for good, are of veric 
T7 RF.

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| foreand heauie, euen according to the 
| proportion of the Prince himſelte : and 
| yet theyareburſcton worke, or thruſt 
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farge reach, euen vnto the skirrs & bor- 


| dersof a very great Empire and King- 


dome, yea many times vnto other mens 


| territories and gouernments. The blows 


and ſtrokes which they giue,' are verie 


forward by a very light &ſleight roung, 
which afterwards can neither call rheſe 
blowes backe againe , nor repaire the 
breachesthat they haue made . Bur if 
wicked tongues bee domageabie and 
hurtfull ro Princes ſeruants, as they arc, 
becauſe they make them tobecome flat- 
terers, falſe witnefle bearers, '&c. they 
muſt needs bee much more hurtfull to 
Kings and Princes themſ(clues , if they 
once draw vigh to their perſons and 
preſence, becauſe throughtlaunder,and 
lying,andill fpeech, they trouble their 
eſtates, and by flattcrie, they blind the 
Princes owne eies . Andtherefore in 
this reſpe&, good men haue goodcauſe 
to ſay as the Prophet dorh : Why boaſteſ? 
thou thy ſeife in thy wickedueſſe, O man of

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power ? T he:louing kindneſſe of God indy-' 
reth aaily.T hy tongue imagineth miſcheefe, | 
and is like a ſharpe raſor that cutteth deceit- | 
fully; T hou doeſt lone enill more than gord, [1A 
and lies more than to (peake the trath :thou ||! 
loueſt all words that may deſtroy,0 acceirfill | 
tongue, So ſhall God deſtroy thee for ener, [\X

ſeencand heardof ſome Princes ; that 
hauing been hurt and wounded , * haue 
deſired the Chirurgians to thinkethem 
and to takethem for priuate ſouldiours 
and neuerto cocker them, or toreſped 
them. VVhy did they ſo? They knew fu 
well; that to heale them, and to flatte 
them, werethings that could not well 
Mtandtovether. Andthis they could doe 
for bodily health and ſtrevgth , Ho!

deed, theſe two amongſt other,are 0' -r: 


witneſſes of the crookedneſle and © di- 


recineſle of our vnderſtanding and wils,
